. take advantage of the free immunizations. She also noted 
that persons between the ages of 18 and 25 will be required to 
take booster shots, which will probably be administered in 
January. Less-powerful Swine Flu vaccine designed for 
children has been received by the State Department of 
Health, she said, and will be distributed to the county 
department at a later date. Because of an insufficient supply 
of the drug, it will be administered only to those children who 
desire to be immunized.

Hampton, chairman of the Illinois 
branch of the Black Panther party, 
was fatally shot during a predawn

raid on his apartment 
in 
Chicago on Dec. 4, 1969. A second 
Panther, Mark Clark, was killed and 
four others were wounded. 
Richard Sprague, chief counsel and 
director of the House Select Com­ 
mittee on Assassinations, could not be 
reached for comment on Halperin’s 
request. An FBI spokesman said the 
agency had no comment. 
The House committee is authorized 
to look into other assassinations. 
The documents compiled by the 
project, which is sponsored jointly by 
the American Civil Liberties Union 
and the Center for National Security 
Studies, all were made public pre­ 
viously. Some were cited as evidence 
during a current civil trial in Chicago 
of a dam age suit brought by the raid’s 
survivors and the heirs of Hampton 
and Clark.

Skepticism Greets 
Steel Price Hikes 
By Some Firms 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — Despite the 
Ford administration's skepticism — 
and failure of the industry’s two 
leaders to go along — some steel 
m akers say they are confident that 
demand will support their new price 
increases. 
Four more steel firms increased 
prices Friday effective Dec. I on steel 
used in autos and consumer goods, 
bringing to six the number of com­ 
panies to do so this week. The price 
hikes range between $15 and $20 a ton 
on various sheet projects and have 
averaged about 6 per cent. 
Conspicuously missing from the list 
were U.S. Steel Corp., the nation’s No. 
I 
producer, 
and 
second-ranked 
Bethlehem Steel Corp. Their pricing 
policies could determine whether the 
increases will stand. 
-Flat-rolled steel is used widely in the 
automotive and appliance industries. 
The increases could be passed on to 
consumers in the form of higher 
prices, but the nation’s m ajor auto 
makers, the largest buyers of sheet 
steel products, have not commented so 
far. 
The four firms which joined in the 
hikes Friday are Armco Steel of 
Middletown,

here; 
Youngstown Sheet and Tube of 
Youngstown, Ohio, and Inland Steel of 
Chicago. 


National Steel Corp. and Jones &

When those first increases were

Tile council 
has no power to order a price rollback, 
but the White House was hoping it 
could bring pressure on firm s to re­ 
consider. 
A.G. Scott, executive vice president 
of Wheeling-Pittsburgh, said Friday, 
as National had before, that sheet steel 
prices have been too low for some 
time. 
Steel producers raised prices on 
sheet products 6 per cent in June but 
were forced to cancel efforts for 
another 6 per cent hike scheduled for 
October because of weak market 
conditions.

The Research-Extension Analytical 
laboratory (RE A L ) will join under 
one roof the services now offered by 
the Ohio Soil Testing laboratory, Ohio 
Ration Evaluation Program, and the 
Ohio Plant Analysis Laboratory. The 
soil testing laboratory is currently 
located on the campus of The Ohio 
State 
U niversity; 
the

laboratories are located at the 
Research Center 
Dr. Maurice E Watson, who joined 
the OARDC faculty July I, is head of 
REA R He reports that renovation of 
the Research Center s Hayden Hall 
will begin soon Relocation of all the 
analytical laboratorids will proceed as 
, *oon as renovation is complete with as 
little Ihterruption in services as 
possible. 
Watson points out that the shifting of 
location is expected to provide more 
efficient and more in-depth service to 
users. The soil testing laboratory will 
continue to analyze samples of soil 
submitted by farmers, gardeners, 
agricultural industry, governmental 
organizations, and research workers. 
There will be no change in procedures 
for submitting soil samples, Watson 
says. Mailers and instruction forms 
will still be offered through county 
offices of the Cooperative Extension 
Service.

Williams Hall (Dept, of Agronomy) at 
OARDC will be relocated in Hayden 
Hall.

about the nutrient status of the plant 
and of the soil in which the plant is 
growing.

And So 
It Grows

The important thing in house plants 
is not the fact that they need air, light, 
water, fertilizer, and suitable tem- 
perature but how the plant uses these 
various elements. 


Air is often taken for granted unless 
it becomes polluted, but in the home it 
is important that plants do not sit in a 
draft. Impurities in the air, especially 
gases escaped from 
incomplete 
combustion of manufactured cooking 
gas, can make house plant growing 
almost impossible. 


All plants do not require the same 
amount of light, but plants utilize light 
in the same way. The green pigment 
chlorophyll found in leaves is the 
catalyst by which plants manufacture 
sugars and starches within 
their 
leaves in the presence of light. Without 
light, plants starve because they bum 
up sugars and starches in darkness 
and soon exhaust their strength. When 
light is dim, be especially careful not 
to overfertilize plants. They cannot 
assimilate much food without abun­ 
dant light. 
Too piuch water is often the cause of 
plant trouble. Most plants do best when 
allowed to become slightly dry before 
more water is added. Soil for plants 
must contain air as well as water, and 
too much water forces out the air. 
House plants do best when fed weak 
solutions of fertilizer. In the home 
where fast growth is not desirable, 
feeding can be quite infrequent, 
especially for foliage plants which 
may need food only two or three times 
a year. 
Generally speaking, our homes are 
too warm for best growth of flowering 
plants. Try to find a cool window sill 
for most of your flowering plants and 
bring them into the warmer areas only 
when you want to display them. 
Prevent Basement Seepage 
F ill in "pot holes” or low areas next 
to the outside walls of your home, 
particularly on basement walls. By 
filling these areas with good soil and 
sloping it 
away from the wall, you 
prevent winter rains and melting snow 
seeping down and through basement 
walls. At the same time, you have 
prepared the flower and shrub beds for 
next spring’s plant growth. 
Very often, shrub beds around the 
house settle or the grassed area builds 
up causing the soil level next to the 
house to be lower than the level of the 
yard. If this has happened, bring in 
enough soil to raise the entire bed area 
above the soil level of the grassed 
area.

Narrower margins and greater price 
uncertainty will test the capabilities of 
many operators. In the final analysis, 
the individual farmers decisions and 
his actions bring about success or 
failure. Some factors to consider 
follow. 
Full owner operators continue to 
make up nearly 65 per cent of the total 
Part owner-operator status is growing 
and now accounts for over 25 per cent 
of total farm operations. Full tenancy 
is declining. These trends are expected 
to continue. 
larger commercial farms selling 
over $40,000 annually account for 70 
per cent of total farm sales; number 
450,000 or 16 per cent of all farms. They 
will receive a larger share of the total 
farm sales as they gain control of 
additional resources through either 
price and income benefits or their 
neighbor’s financial stress. Farmers 
selling $20,000 to $39,999 of farm 
produces annually make up both one- 
fourth of the total number of farms and 
of all sales. Many are older and will 
forego expansion. The younger people 
will either expand and become large 
commercial farms, quit farming or 
become part-time farmers. Three- 
fifths of all farms have total sales of 
under $20,000 and sell 5 per cent of all 
farm products. Many farm as a hobby; 
some are subsistence farmers. 
Econom ic units for the larger 
com m ercial operations w ill move 
toward two or three 
man 
units 
providing for labor specialization and 
the amenities enjoyed by nonfarm 
people. Producers need to figure on the 
production per man of 500-600 acres of 
grain crops. In the livestock en­ 
terprises, including feed production, 
Oitput per man needs to reach 800-1000 
head of hogs marketed per year; about 
50-60 dairy cows; 250-300 beef cows; 
and, in cattle feeding 400-500 steers 
marketed. For poultry enterprises 
with feed purchased, an egg laying 
operation needs to be 40,000-50,000 hens 
per man; an outdoor turkey operation 
should number 40,000-50,000 per man 
per year; and 250,000 broilers. 
Investment in farming in 1976 
reached $590 billion. The annual in­ 
crease in the last decade was 13 per 
cent but heavily influenced by the 70 
per cent increase from 1972 through 
1976. Debt to asset ratio has varied 
between 16-20 per cent in the last 
decade and may remain so in the years 
ahead. Of the total annual cash flow for 
purchase of real estate, capital im­ 
provements and production assets, 
about two-thirds has been generated 
by uicome and savings; the remainder 


by secured real estate. land contract 
sales will expand. Farm indebtedness 
will rise with the general price level. 
O itpit per farm worker increased at 
6.5 per cent per year in the last decade. 
To keep pace, the average farmer will 
need to increase his volume at an 
annual rate of 6.5 per cent. To catch 
up, the younger and or smaller com­ 
mercial farmer needs to think of an­ 
nual increases exceeding 10 per cent. 
Some can 
come 
from 
improving 
yields; the remainder from more 
intensive 
operations 
or 
farm 
enlargement. 
Uvestock production will continue to 
move to full owner or part-owner 
operated farms. landlords will be 
increasingly reluctant to make large 
investments 
in 
economic 
sized 
livestock units; tenants w ill be 
reluctant to use outmoded facilities. 
M arketing practices: Producers 
facing lower margins, higher financial 
burdens and greater uncertainties will 
need to minimize risks. Creditors will 
increasingly require 
borrowers to 
“ lock in 
profits.” Thus, hedging, 
forward contracting, interval selling, 
or selling before planting or at time of 


placement in feedlotü will expand. 
Management practices; Financial 
management, record keeping, tax 
management, estate planning and 
business organization practices will be 
of increasing importance. The large 
investment per farm , 
narrower 
margins, increased market coor­ 
dination af quality control w ill 
necessitate such changes. The source 
and quality of information made 
available 
by the 
land 
grant 
in­ 
stitutions, farm supply firms and 
marketing organizations and the in­ 
terpretation of such information will 
be of increasing importance. 
Summarizing: Average earnings of 
commercial farmers in the next five 
years may not reach the 1979-75 earn­ 
ings but should exceed the decade of 
the 1960’s. This means a relatively 
good climate for those operators who 
have control of adequate resources, 
who market wisely and have good 
management. Many farmers, whether 
smaller or for other reasons, unable to 
make adjustments will 
be 
under 
severe pressure. The casualty rate of 
those financially overextend or lacking 
management capabilities will be high.

New Ohio Service Lab 
Established At OARDC

A new laboratory* combining a 
number of analytical services now 
offered by separate laboratories, is 
being 
established 
at 
the 
Ohio 
Agricultural 
Research 
and 
Development Center. 
The Research-Extension Analytical 
laboratory (REAL) will join under 
one roof the services now offered by 
the Ohio Soil Testing laboratory, Ohio 
Ration Evaluation Program, and the 
Ohio Plant Analysis laboratory. The 
soil testing laboratory is currently 
located on the campus of The Ohio 
State 
University; 
the 
other 
laboratories are located at the 
Research Center. 
Dr. Maurice E Watson, who joined 
the OARDC faculty July I, is head of 
REAL. He reports that renovation of 
the Research Center’s Hayden Hall 
will begin soon. Relocation of all the 
analytical laboratories wifl proceed a$ 
. soon as renovation is complete with as 
little Ihterruption in services as 
possible. 
Watson points out that the shifting of 
location is expected to provide more 
efficient and more in-depth service to 
users. The soil testing laboratory will 
continue to analyze samples of soil 
submitted by farmers, gardeners, 
agricultural industry, governmental 
organizations, and research workers. 
There will be no change in procedures 
for submitting soil samples, Watson 
says. Mailers and instruction forms 
will still be offered through county 
offices of the Cooperative Extension 
Service.

Williams Hall (Dept, of Agronomy) at 
OARIX will be relocated in Hayden 
Hall.

It Grows

The important thing in house plants 
is not the fact that they need air, light, 
water, fertilizer, and suitable tem­ 
perature bit how the plant uses these 
various elements 
Air is often taken for granted unless 
it becomes polluted, bit in the home it 
is important that plants do not sit in a 
draft. Impurities In the air, especially 
gases escaped from incomplete 
combustion of manufactured cooking 
gas, can make house plant growing 
almost impossible. 
All plants do not require the same 
amount of light, but plants utilize light 
rn the same way. The green pigment 
chlorophyll found in leaves is the 
catalyst by which plants manufacture 
sugars and starches within their 
leaves in the presence of light. Withort 
light, plants starve because they burn 
up sugars and starches in darkness 
and soon exhaust their strength. When 
light is dim, be especially careful not 
to overfertilize plants. They cannot 
assimilate much food without abun­ 
dant light. 
Too tnuch water is often the cause of 
plant trouble Most plants do best when 
allowed to become slightly dry before 
more water is added. Soil for plants 
must contain air as well as water, and 
too much water forces out the air. 
House plants do best when fed weak 
solutions of fertilizer. In the home 
where fast growth is not desirable, 
feeding can be quite infrequent, 
especially for foliage plants which 
may need food only two or three times 
a year. 
Generally speaking, our homes are 
too warm for best growth of flowering 
plants. Try to find a cool window sill 
for most of your flowering plants and 
bring them into the warmer areas only 
when you want to display them. 
Prevent Basement Seepage 
Fill in ’‘pot holes” or low areas next 
to the outside walls of your home, 
particularly on basement walls. By 
filling these areas with good soil and 
sloping it away from the wall, you 
prevent winter rains and melting snow 
.seeping down and through basement 
walls. At the same time, you have 
prepared the flower and shrub beds for 
next spring’s plant growth. 
Very often, shrub beds around the 
house settle or the grassed area builds 
up causing the soil level next to tile 
house to be lower than the level of the 
yard, lf this has happened, bring in 
enough soil to raise the entire bed area 
above the soil level of the grassed 
area.

Narrower margins and greater price 
uncertainty will test the capabilities of 
many operators. In the final analysis, 
the individual farmers decisions and 
his actions bring about success or 
failure. Some factors to consider 
follow 
Full owner operators continue to 
make up nearly 65 per cent of the total. 
Part owner-operator status is growing 
and now accounts for over 25 per cent 
of total farm operations. Full tenancy 
if declining. These trends are expected 
to continue. 
larger commercial farms selling 
over $40,000 annually account for 70 
per cert of total farm sales; number 
450,000 or 16 per cert of all farms. They 
will receive a larger share of the total 
farm sales as they gain control of 
additional resources through either 
price and income benefits or their 
neighbor's financial stress. Farmers 
selling $20,000 to $39,999 of farm 
produces annually make up both one- 
fourth of the total number of farms and 
of all sales. Many are older and will 
forego expansion. The younger people 
will either expand and become large 
commercial farms, quit farming or 
become part-time farmers. Three- 
fifths of all farms have total sales of 
under $20,000 and sell 5 per cent of all 
farm products. Many farm as a hobby; 
some are subsistence farmers. 
Economic units for the larger 
commercial operations will move 
toward two or three man 
units 
providing for labor specialization and 
the amenities enjoyed by nonfarm 
people. Producers need to figure on the 
production per man of 500-600 acres of 
arain crops. In the livestock en­ 
terprises, including feed production, 
•itp it per man needs to reach 800-1000 
head of hogs marketed per year; about 
50-60 dairy cows; 250-300 beef cows; 
and, in cattle feeding 400-500 steers 
marketed. For poultry enterprises 
with feed purchased, an egg laying 
operation needs to be 40,000-50,000 hens 
per man; an outdoor turkey operation 
should number 40,000-50,000 per man 
per year; and 250,000 broilers. 
Investment in farming in 1976 
reached $590 billion. The annual in­ 
crease rn the last decade was 13 per 
cent but heavily influenced by the 70 
per cent increase from 1972 through 
1976. Debt to asset ratio has varied 
between 16-20 per cent in the last 
decade and may remain so in the years 
ahead. Of the total annual cash flow for 
purchase of real estate, capital im­ 
provements and production assets, 
about two-thirds has been generated 
by uioome and savings; the remainder

by secured real estate. land contract 
sales will expand. Farm indebtedness 
will rise with the general price level. 
Ort pit per farm worker increased at 
6.5 per cent per year in the last decade. 
To keep pace, the average farmer will 
need to increase his volume at an 
annual rate of 6.5 per cert. To catch 
up. the younger and or smaller com­ 
mercial farmer needs to think of an­ 
nual increases exceeding IO per cent. 
Some can come from improving 
yields; the remainder from more 
intensive 
operations 
or 
farm 
enlargement 
I Jvestock production will continue to 
move to full owner or part-owner 
operated farms. landlords will be 
increasingly reluctant to make large 
investm ents 
in 
economic 
sized 
livestock units; tenants will be 
reluctant to use ortmoded facilities. 
Marketing practices: Producers 
facing lower margins, higher financial 
burdens and greater uncertainties will 
need to minimize risks. Creditors will 
increasingly require borrowers to 
“lock in profits.” Thus, hedging, 
forward contracting, interval selling, 
or selling before planting or at time of 


placement in feedlot^ will expand. 
Management practices: Financial 
management, record keeping, tax 
management, estate planning and 
business organization practices will be 
of increasing importance. The large 
investment per farm, narrower 
m argins, increased m arket coor­ 
dination af quality control will 
necessitate such changes. The source 
and quality of information made 
available by the land grant 
in­ 
stitutions, farm supply firms and 
marketing organizations and the in­ 
terpretation of such information will 
be of increasing importance. 
Summarizing: Average earnings of 
commercial farmers in the next five 
years may not reach the 1970-75 earn­ 
ings but should exceed the decade of 
the 1960's. This means a relatively 
good climate for those operators who 
have control of adequate resources, 
who market wisely and have good 
management. Many farmers, whether 
smaller or for other reasons, unable to 
make adjustments will be under 
severe pressure. The casualty rate of 
those financially overextend or lacking 
management capabilities will be high.

Priority: Kid s Or Job ?

NEW YORK - According to an 
expert on executive hiring, the doors of 
executive surtes are wide open to 
qualified women these day s. 
The fact is, however, that wily a tiny 
proportion of the female population 
are choosing to walk through those 
promising portals. It’s not that we 
don’t feel qualified. Irving Berlin’s 
sassy "Any thing y ou can do, I can do 
better” is y oung womenhood’s current 
theme song. Our problem is basic, and 
dam near insoluble. 
Our priorities in life have been 
established, not only by social custom, 
but by nature itself. In a competitive 
business world it is unpossible to 
compete without play ing by the rules. 
And the rules dictate that if a woman is 
to be a successful leader, she must 
have at least as much talent, fexibility 
and mobility as a man. 
The talent is no problem, but the 
flexibility and mobility are awesome 
and insurmountable barriers : 
To be a valued executive, a woman 
cannot afford to tak e five y ears off to 
raise small children. 
She cannot follow the dictates of her 
husband’s career; she must follow the 
dictates of her own business. 
She cannot work a simple nine-to- 
five shift. 
She must give up the ages-old in­ 
stincts for wifing and mothering, and 
become a dedicated, diligent, full-time 
office boss. 
‘‘Forget the idea of raising children 
and then 
finding a 
career 
in 
management,” say s liste r Korn, 
president of the country ’s largest exec- 
placement agency . “TTie career cy cle 
just isn't long enough to catch up on 
those y ears y ou’ve spent at home. And 
don’t call that bias.’ If a man has been 
on the beach till he’s 35 or 40, what 
chances does he have of mak ing a 
great career?” 
Perhaps the eager leaders of the 
Women’s Movement might try to 
dispute these opinions, but the facts 
are clear. The rare self-made female 
ex ecutives 
are 
women 
without 
children. Husbands are permissible 
for women in the executive suite - often 
several husbands. But k iddies don’t 
come with the franchise. 
For those who are willing to forego a 
family for a career, my friend Jean 
Baer nas written a book titled, “How 
To Be An Assertive (Not Aggressive) 
Woman, in life, in Love and on the 
Job.” I’ve k nown Jean since the early 
1950s when we were y oung aspiring 
career girls in New York , dedicated to 
the goal of setting the world on fire- 
while still preserving an active 
romantic life. In those unenlightened 
day s, girls’ career priorities were 
established under the influence of such 
Holly wood trend-setters as Katherine 
Hepburn and Rosalind Russell, who 
were glamorously efficient and suc­ 
cessful until, in the fadeout scene, on 


the terrace of a Manhattan penthouse, 
they slid weak ly into the arms of a 
handsome man who promised to tak e 
them away from all that. And mak e 
them happy mothers. 
Our paths to glory , Jean's and mine, 
separated when I was fortunate 
enough to follow the Holly wood script. 
As a writer, with irregular hours, I 
could k eep work ing. Jean had more 
time in the competitive mark etplace 
before her hero - a psy chologist at 
Cornell University Medical College - 
who gave her the freedom, inspiration 
and time (they have no children) to 
translate her experience into book s. In 
this one, her fifth, she offers some 
advice that y oung women could learn 
otherwise only by spending several 
y ears in business, floundering on the 
ropes. 
The most practical tips include: 
— Act confident. Resist the powerful 
female worry that "someone will tak e 
this job away from me.” 
— Don’t get stuck in a dead-end job. 
Prepare y ourself for y our boss’s job 
even if later y ou hate to find its 
counterpart in another company . 
— Be mobile. Don’t stay in one job 
too long. For advancement, y ou need 
depth of experience. Remember, if 
y ou’re indispensable where y ou are, 
y ou could be unpromotable. 
— Find a powerful advocate. By 
ally ing y ourself with a person in 
power, y ou are more lik ely to move up. 
(This is k nown as the “get y ourself a 
rabbi" technique - not, for heaven’s 
sak e, the “sleep with y our boss” 
technique. ) 
— l.earn something in depth. You 


move up in a company on the basis of 
contribution, so k eep current and 
avoid 
the 
“ technological 
ob­ 
solescence” trap. 
— Be prepared to quit. If y ou’re 
being indexed as an underling by a 
chauvinist employ er, or a “bright 
girl" by a patronizing boss, y ou’re 
lik ely stuck in a female job ghetto. 
Don’t waste y our time there. Move on. 


Jean Baer's life and personality 
changed, when she m arried Dr. 
Herbert Fensterheim, whose specialty 
is Assertiveness Training. As she puts 
it, she was a "mouse by brain­ 
washing.” Now she’s a best-selling 
“aggressive author” by training. She 
believes every woman can, and will be 
more successful if they abandon the 
old don’t-mak e-waves ethic in favor of 
the speak -up-and-mak e-y ourself-k - 
nown theory . “You don’t have to be a 
patsy ,” Jeans say s, “to be lik ed.” She 
is right. 


She is also realistic. She doesn’t 
promise that assertiveness ever will 
wm for a woman the board chair­ 
manship for General Motors, nor does 
she even hint that this is women’s 
aspiration. 
Most women still find it hard to set 
their priorities in the same way that 
men do, aiming for a lifetime com­ 
petitive career. This is partly because 
society ex pects women to bear 
children, but it seems to be mostly the 
instinctive demands of Nature . . . not 
Mother Nature any more. Obviously , 
under the circumstances, what we are 
governed by here is Male Chauvinist 
Nature. 
Woman Governor 
Of 20s Turns 100 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Nellie 
Tay loe Ross, who served as the 
nation’s first woman governor, turns 
100 on Monday and say s she’s touched 
by the many birthday letters she’s 
received 
from 
Wy oming 
schoolchildren. 
“The best thing I could do for the 
women’s cause at the time was to do a 
good job as governor and afterwards. I 
wanted to show that women could tak e 
the responsibility and do well,” she 
said in an interview. 
Mrs. Ross said her two y ears as 
Wy oming’s governor after her election 
in 1924 even eclipsed in importance the 
20 y ears she was director of the U.S. 
Mint. 
Mrs. Ross, who lives in Washington, 
hasn’t been in Wy oming since 1972 
when she attended the centennial 
celebration of Yellowstone National 
Park . 
But the bundles of letters that have

arrived daily this month wishing her a 
“happy birthday " serve as a reminder 
of her strong ties to the Equality State. 
“They touch me a great deal,” she 
said of the birthday letters. “It mak es 
me happy that they think of me.” 
After serving as cochairman of the 
Democratic National Committee in the 
early 1930s, she was named director of 
the U.S. Mint in 1933, the first woman 
to hold the office. She retired in 1953. 
Mrs. Ross said she doesn’t think she 
equaled the accomplishments of 
suffragette Carrie Nation, but she 
believes her career mark ed 
a 
milestone m the battle for women’s 
equality . 
Women’s 
rights 
champions, 
however, claimed that Mrs. Ross 
failed to advance the women’s cause 
as governor, and their criticism 
contributed to her defeat in a 1926 re- 
election bid. 
She had been catapulted into politics 
ui October 1924 when her husband, 
Gov. William B. Ross, died. Mrs. Ross, 
who had not been active in politics, 
was persuaded by Democrats to seek 
the office in the November election. 
She declined to campaign, but the 
chivalry and sy mpathy of Wy oming 
voters helped Mrs. Ross win the elec­ 
tion. 


Although Mrs. Ross was elected the 
same day that Ma Ferguson won the 
governorship of Tex as, Wy oming 
gained the distinction of having the 
first woman governor because its in­ 
auguration was held three week s 
before Tex as’.

One y ear ago: Spain's new k ing, 
Juan Carlos I, celebrated his ascension 
to the throne with pomp and pray er. 
Today ’s birthday s: Caroline Ken­ 
nedy is 19. Broadway producer David 
Merrick is 64.

A great many people are highly 
sensitive to the stings of hornets, 
wasps, y ellow jack ets, and honey bees. 
Unfortunately , not all of them k now 
whether they are or not until they are 
bitten and develop a severe reaction. 
A group of scientists at the Johns 
Hopk ins Hospital has developed a new 
and interesting sk in test that may , in 
advance, identify people who are 
extremely allergic to insect stings. 
A solution prepared from the venom 
of a group of wasps is injected under 
the sk in. In severely sensitive people, a 
red welt appears at the site of in­ 
jection. 
Dr. Ivawrence Lichtenstein and his 
co-work ers believe this is an in­ 
valuable test for those people who 
think they are allergic and have not y et 
proved it. 
These same researchers are actively 
work ing on a vaccine that will prevent 
the serious consequences of insect 
bites in highly allergic people.

Reaction 


MEXICO CITY (AP) - Americans 
held in Mexican jails say they welcome 
a new treaty that will let them serve 
their terms in U.S. prisons, and they 
plan to challenge their convictions, 
and even the treaty , in court once they 
get home. 
The pact, initialed here TTtursday by 
U.S. Ambassador John J. Jova and 
Mexican Foreign Secretary Alfonso 
Garcia Robles, must be ratified by the 
senates of both countries. The first 
exchange is not expected before next 
April, sources said. 
Jova said the main purpose of the 
agreement is the return of convicts to 
their native cultures, where they can 
be properly rehabilitated. 
Nearly all of the American prisoners 
in Mexico claim their civil rights were 
violated. Among other things, they 
charge that Mexican police used 
torture to mak e them sign confessions 
in Spanish that they could not un­ 
derstand. 
Inmates interviewed Thursday at 
Santa Marta prison here indicated 
they planned court action to overturn 
their convictions as soon as they got 
back to the United States. One said she 
would be met at the airport by a bail 
bondsman and two lawy ers. 
Robert Arthur Fisher, 42, of Omaha,

Priority: Kids O r J o b ?

NEW YORK — According to an 
expert on executive hiring, the doors of 
executive suites are wide open to 
qualified women these days. 
The fact is, however, that only a tiny 
proportion of the female population 
are choosing to walk through those 
promising portals. It’s not that we 
don’t feel qualified. Irving Berlin’s 
sassy ‘Anything you can do, I can do 
better” is young womenhood’s current 
theme song. Our problem is basic, and 
dam near insoluble. 
Our priorities in life have been 
established, not only by social custom, 
but by nature itself. In a competitive 
business world it is impossible to 
compete without playing by the rules. 
And the rules dictate that if a woman is 
to be a successful leader, she must 
have at least as much talent, fexibility 
and mobility as a man. 
The talent is no problem, but the 
flexibility and mobility are awesome 
and insurmountable barriers: 
To be a valued executive, a woman 
cannot afford to take five years off to 
raise small children. 
She cannot follow the dictates of her 
husband’s career; she must follow the 
dictates of her own business. 
She cannot work a simple nine-to- 
five shift. 
She must give up the ages-old in­ 
stincts for wifing and mothering, and 
become a dedicated, diligent, full-time 
office boss. 
“Forget the idea of raising children 
and then finding a 
career 
in 
management,” says laster Korn, 
president of the country’s largest exec- 
placement agency. “The career cycle 
just isn’t long enough to catch up on 
those years you’ve spent at home. And 
don’t call that ‘bias.’ If a man has been 
on the beach till he’s 35 or 40, what 
chances does he have of making a 
great career?” 
Perhaps the eager leaders of the 
Women’s Movement might try to 
dispute these opinions, but the facts 
are clear. The rare self-made female 
executives 
are 
women 
without 
children. Husbands are permissible 
for women in the executive suite - often 
several husbands. But kiddies don’t 
come with the franchise. 
For those who are willing to forego a 
family for a career, my friend Jean 
Baer has written a book titled, “How 
To Be An Assertive (Not Aggressive) 
Woman, in life, in Love and on the 
Job.” I’ve known Jean since the early 
1950s when we were young aspiring 
career girls in New York, dedicated to 
the goal of setting the world on fire- 
while still preserving an active 
romantic life. In those unenlightened 
days, girls’ career priorities were 
established under the influence of such 
Hollywood trend-setters as Katherine 
Hepburn and Rosalind Russell, who 
were glamorously efficient and suc­ 
cessful until, in the fadeout scene, on 


the terrace of a Manhattan penthouse, 
they slid weakly into the arms of a 
handsome man who promised to take 
them away from all that. And make 
them happy mothers. 
Our paths to glory, Jean’s and mine, 
separated when I was fortunate 
enough to follow the Hollywood script. 
As a writer, with irregular hours, I 
could keep working. Jean had more 
time in the competitive marketplace 
before her hero - a psychologist at 
Cornell University Medical College - 
who gave her the freedom, inspiration 
and time (they have no children) to 
translate her experience into books. In 
this one, her fifth, she offers some 
advice that young women could learn 
otherwise only by spending several 
years in business, floundering on the 
ropes. 
The most practical tips include: 
— Act confident. Resist the powerful 
female worry that "someone will take 
this job away from me.” 
— Don’t get stuck in a dead-end job. 
Prepare yourself for your boss’s job 
even if later you hate to find its 
counterpart in another company. 
— Be mobile. Don’t stay in one job 
too long. For advancement, you need 
depth of experience. Remember, if 
you’re indispensable where you are, 
you could be unpromotable. 
— Find a powerful advocate. By 
allying yourself with a person in 
power, you are more likely to move up. 
(This is known as the “get yourself a 
rabbi" technique - not, for heaven’s 
sake, the “sleep with your boss” 
technique.) 
— I .earn something in depth. You 


move up in a company on the basis of 
contribution, so keep current and 
avoid 
the 
“technological 
ob­ 
solescence” trap. 
— Be prepared to quit. If you’re 
being indexed as an underling by a 
chauvinist employer, or a “bright 
girl” by a patronizing boss, you’re 
likely stuck in a female job ghetto. 
Don’t waste your time there. Move on. 


Jean Baer’s life and personality 
changed, when she m arried Dr. 
Herbert Fensterheim, whose specialty 
is Assertiveness Training. As she puts 
it, she was a “mouse by brain­ 
washing.” Now she’s a best-selling 
“aggressive author” by training. She 
believes every woman can, and will be 
more successful if they abandon the 
old don’t-make-waves ethic in favor of 
the speak-up-and-make-yourself-k- 
nown theory. “You don’t have to be a 
patsy,” Jeans says, “to be liked.” She 
is right. 


She is also realistic. She doesn’t 
promise that assertiveness ever will 
win for a woman the board chair­ 
manship for General Motors, nor does 
she even hint that this is women’s 
aspiration. 
Most women still find it hard to set 
their priorities in the same way that 
men do, aiming for a lifetime com­ 
petitive career. This is partly because 
society expects women to bear 
children, but it seems to be mostly the 
instinctive demands of Nature . . . not 
Mother Nature anymore. Obviously, 
under the circumstances, what we are 
governed by here is Male Chauvinist 
Nature. 
Woman Governor 
O f 20s Turns IOO 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Nellie 
Tayloe Ross, who served as the 
nation’s first woman governor, turns 
IOO on Monday and says she's touched 
by the many birthday letters she’s 
received 
from 
Wyoming 
schoolchildren. 
“The best thing I could do for the 
women’s cause at the time was to do a 
good job as governor and afterwards. I 
wanted to show that women could take 
the responsibility and do well,” she 
said in an interview. 
Mrs. Ross said her two years as 
Wyoming’s governor after her election 
in 1924 even eclipsed in importance the 
20 years she was director of the U.S. 
Mint. 
Mrs. Ross, who lives in Washington, 
hasn’t been in Wyoming since 1972 
when she attended the centennial 
celebration of Yellowstone National 
Park. 
But the bundles of letters that have 
Thev'll Do It Every Time 


arrived daily this month wishing her a 
“happy birthday” serve as a reminder 
of her strong ties to the Equality State. 
“They touch me a great deal,” she 
said of the birthday letters. “It makes 
me happy that they think of me.” 
After serving as cochairman of the 
Democratic National Committee in the 
early 1930s, she was named director of 
the U.S. Mint in 1933, the first woman 
to hold the office. She retired in 1953. 
Mrs. Ross said she doesn't think she 
equaled the accomplishments of 
suffragette Carne Nation, but she 
believes her career marked a 
milestone in the battle for women’s 
equality. 
Women’s 
rights 
champions, 
however, claimed that Mrs. Ross 
failed to advance the women’s cause 
as governor, and their criticism 
contributed to her defeat in a 1926 re- 
election bid. 
She had been catapulted into politics 
in October 1924 when her husband, 
Gov. William B. Ross, died. Mrs. Ross, 
who had not been active in politics, 
was persuaded by Democrats to seek 
the office in the November election. 
She declined to campaign, but the 
chivalry and sympathy of Wyoming 
voters helped Mrs. Ross win the elec­ 
tion. 
Although Mrs. Ross was elected the 
same day that Ma Ferguson won the 
governorship of Texas, Wyoming 
gained the distinction of having the 
first woman governor because its in­ 
auguration was held three weeks 
before Texas’.

A great many people are highly 
sensitive to the kings of hornets, 
wasps, yellow jackets, and honey bees. 
Unfortunately, not all of them know 
whether they are or not until they are 
bitten and develop a severe reaction. 
A group of scientists at the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital has developed a new 
and interesting skin test that may, in 
advance, identify people who are 
extremely allergic to insect stings. 
A solution prepared from the venom 
of a group of wasps is injected under 
the skin. In severely sensitive people, a 
red welt appears at the site of in­ 
jection. 
Dr. Lawrence Lichtenstein and his 
co-workers believe this is an in­ 
valuable test for those people who 
think they are allergic and have not yet 
proved it. 
These same researchers are actively 
working on a vaccine that will prevent 
the serious consequences of insect 
bites in highly allergic people.

More than 95 per cent of these were 
found to be normal and could be 
reassured that no abnormality was 
present in the fetus (unborn child). 
The study states: 
“Thirty-nine of the women learned 
from the tests that their child would be 
seriously deformed and elected to have 
abortions.

Pact Brings 
Reaction 


MEXICO QTY (AP) - Americans 
held in Mexican jails say they welcome 
a new treaty that will let them serve 
their terms in U.S. prisons, and they 
plan to challenge their convictions, 
and even the treaty, in court once they 
get home. 
The pact, initialed here Thursday by 
U.S. Ambassador John J. Jova and 
Mexican Foreign Secretary Alfonso 
Garcia Robles, must be ratified by the 
senates of both countries. The first 
exchange is not expected before next 
April, sources said. 
Jova said the main purpose of the 
agreement is the return of convicts to 
their native cultures, where they can 
be properly rehabilitated. 
Nearly all of the American prisoners 
in Mexico claim their civil rights were 
violated. Among other things, they 
charge that Mexican police used 
torture to make them sign confessions 
in Spanish that they could not un­ 
derstand. 
Inmates interviewed Thursday at 
Santa Marta prison here indicated 
they planned court action to overturn 
their convictions as soon as they got 
back to the United States. One said she 
would be met at the airport by a bail 
bondsman and two lawyers. 
Robert Arthur Fisher, 42, of Omaha, 
Neb., who has served 26 months of a 
seven-year term for forgery and 
marijuana possession, said he could 
not understand how Americans could 
be forced to serve time in the U.S. for 
convictions based on confessions 
extracted by torture in Mexico.

Kruczek passed only 12 times, com­ 
pleting five, while Harris turned into a 
one-man offensive show. He carried a 
career-high 41 times for 143 yards and 
two touchdowns to choke off Cincin­ 
nati’s early momentum.
